1. The attached unclassified chart, listing principals in the 
Garrison investigation, was prepared in response to the request of the 
DD/S on 27 September 196? for such an aid. The chart consists of 
100 names arranged alphabetically in 8 groupings. 

2. Also forwarded herewith is a classified key to the chart, 
listing the same names In straight alphabetical order, indicating which 
persona were or are affiliated with CIA, and identifying each. 

3. The total number of people carded and traced in connection 
with the case is currently (26 October 1967) 161. The 61 not listed in 
the attachments to this memorandum appear, on the basis of presently 
available information, to be less directly involved. They have been 
omitted to avoid extending the list beyond the limits of convenient 
reference.
